Greetings 


Dear  Graduates: 

Congratulations  to  each  of  you  on  a  job  well  done.  Today,  your  years  of  study 
at  Carolina  come  to  fruition  as  you  join  the  ranks  of  our  alumni.  And  although 
your  time  on  campus  is  drawing  to  a  close,  your  connections  to  this  great  institu- 
tion and  your  responsibility  to  carry  on  its  tradition  of  excellence  will  continue. 

More  than  two  decades  ago,  Albert  Coates,  founder  of  our  Institute  of 
Government,  wrote  a  book  in  which  he  likened  Carolina's  broad  reach  and 
impact  to  that  of  the  Gulf  Stream  -  that  warm,  deep  blue  stretch  of  water  that 
raises  temperatures  along  the  lands  it  touches,  bringing  with  it  mild  winters  that 
permit  vegetables  to  grow  and  flowers  to  bloom,  even  in  the  coldest  months.

Throughout  its  history,  Coates  wrote,  "The  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  has  been  a  magic  gulf  stream  flowing  in  an  ever-widening  current 
through  the  lives  of  people  in  the  cities,  the  counties  and  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  and  beyond  -  tempering  the  customs,  traditions  and  habits  of  the  peo- 
ple it  serves  and  lifting  them  to  higher  levels  of  living  wherever  it  has  gone." 

What  a  fitting  tribute  to  Carolina!  Just  as  importantly,  however,  the  descrip- 
tion aptly  captures  the  impact  of  our  graduates  on  society.  As  part  of  the  family 
of  Tar  Heel  alumni,  it  is  up  to  each  of  you  to  take  up  the  torch  and  assume  the 
responsibility  that  comes  with  your  Carolina  degree.  I  encourage  each  of  you  to 
go  out  and  put  the  lessons  you've  learned  in  Chapel  Hill  to  work.  Make  a  differ- 
ence in  the  world.

The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel 
Hill's  alma  mater,  were  written  in  1 897  by  William 
Starr  Myers,  a  graduating  senior.  The  Glee  Club 
director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune  "Amici," 
and  the  song  was  first  performed  on  June  2,  1897,  as  part 
of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in 
Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University 
quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the  words,  they 
could  recollect  only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers' 
original  version.  Two  members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S. 
Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the 
one  they  remembered.  Mangum  later  became  a  professor 
in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked  as  the 
University's  business  manager  and  controller.

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North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  its 
academic  excellence  and  tradition  as 
the  nation's  oldest  public  campus 
impressed  him. 

But  that's  not  why  Moeser  ulti- 
mately decided  he  wanted  to  become 
Carolina's  ninth  chancellor.  It  was  the 
university's  potential  to  be  even  bet- 
ter. 

"What  attracted  me  to  Carolina 
was  not,  important  though  it  is,  the 
preservation  of  a  great  tradition," 
Moeser  said.  "It  was  the  opportunity 
to  help  Carolina  become  the  leading 
public  university  in  America.  With 
the  right  combination  of  future  pub- 
lic and  private  support,  I  am  confi- 
dent that  such  an  ambitious  goal  is 
within  our  reach." 

Moeser  said  he  will  constantly 
work  to  articulate  what  sets  the  uni- 
versity apart  from  other  schools. 
"Students  who  come  to  Chapel  Hill, 
from  the  moment  they  set  foot  on 
this  beautiful  campus,  realize  there  is 
something  very  special  about  the  aca- 
demic experience,"  he  said. 
"Carolina's  graduates  develop  a  pow- 
erful bond  that  lasts  a  lifetime,  creat- 
ing a  remarkably  loyal  alumni  base.

Our  job  is  to  take  that  love  and  con- 
vince alumni  and  friends  to  reinvest 
in  the  institution  that  made  such  a 
difference  in  their  lives  and  to  help 
us  take  it  to  an  even  higher  level." 

The  UNC  Board  of  Governors 
unanimously  elected  Moeser  as  chan- 
cellor last  April.  He  started  August 
15,  succeeding  William  O.  McCoy, 
who  became  interim  chancellor  in 
July  1999  following  Michael 
Hooker's  death  from  non-Hodgkins 
lymphoma.  Moeser  was  installed  as 
chancellor  on  University  Day, 
October  12. 

Moeser  is  the  right  person  to  lead 
Carolina  at  this  important  time,  said 
Anne  Cates,  chair  of  the  UNC-CH 
Board  of  Trustees.  "He  has  precisely 
the  kind  of  outstanding  track  record 
that  is  so  important  to  all  of  us  now 
—  solid  academic  credentials,  strong 
management  experience  on  other 
major  public  campuses,  and  deft  skills 
in  private  fund  raising  and  work  with 
key  constituents,"  she  said.  "He  also 
has  exciting  ideas  about  Carolina's 
future  and  deep  respect  for  the  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff  who  make  this 
university  the  great  place  that  it  is." 

Moeser's  top  priority  upon  arriving 
in  August  was  to  vigorously  lead 
UNC-Chapel  Hill's  efforts  to  earn 
the  votes  of  North  Carolinians  in 
November  for  the  $3.1  billion  bond 
referendum  to  improve  capital  facili- 
ties on  UNC  and  community  college 
campuses.  State  residents  overwhelm- 
ingly approved  the  referendum. 

Carolina  will  receive  nearly  $500 
million  to  fund  the  renovation  and 
repair  of  existing  buildings  as  well  as 
construct  new  buildings  that  are  cen- 
tral to  its  mission  of  teaching, 
research  and  public  service. 

"Now  UNC  can  accept  its  fair 
share  of  the  enrollment  surge  expect-

ed  across  the  university  system  in  the 
next  decade,"  Moeser  said.  "We  will 
have  the  means  to  modernize  120  lec- 
ture halls  and  classrooms  so  that  21st 
century  students  can  learn  in  a  21st 
century  environment.  And  our  faculty 
whose  research  produces  the  new 
knowledge  that  will  affect  the  lives  of 
every  North  Carolinian  will  have  the 
laboratory  and  scientific  space  they 
need  to  do  their  jobs  even  better." 

Moeser  said  the  voters  have 
unlocked  the  university's  future  by 
supporting  the  bond  referendum.  "It 
is  a  tremendous  investment  in  educa- 
tion, and  it  will  return  benefits  to  our 
state  for  decades  to  come,"  he  said.  "I 
reiterate  my  pledge  to  North 
Carolinians  to  take  that  investment 
and  triple  it  with  private  support  to 
Chapel  Hill  through  future  fund  rais- 
ing." 

A  concert  organist,  Moeser,  61, 
began  his  academic  career  in  1966  at 
the  University  of  Kansas  as  an  assis- 
tant professor  and  chairman  of  the 
department  of  organ.  After  rising 
through  the  academic  ranks  at 
Kansas,  he  was  named  dean  of  the 
School  of  Fine  Arts  in  1975.  In  1984, 
he  was  named  Althaus  Distinguished 
Professor  of  Organ,  becoming  the 
first  academic  dean  at  Kansas  ever  to 
hold  an  endowed  chair. 

In  1986,  Moeser  joined  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University  as  dean 
of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Architecture  and  executive  director  of 
University  Arts  Services,  which  coor- 
dinates cultural  programs.  Six  years 
later,  he  became  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  and  provost  of  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  a  post 
he  held  until  becoming  chancellor  of 
Nebraska  in  1996. 

Moeser  is  a  leader  in  national  edu- 
cational organizations.  He  serves  on 
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the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National 
Association  of  State  Universities  and 
Land  Grant  Colleges,  a  voluntary  asso- 
ciation of  more  than  200  public 
research  universities,  land-grant  insti- 
tutions and  state  university  systems. 
He  chairs  that  associations  technology 
transfer  committee.  Moeser  also  is  a 
member  of  the  Kellogg  Commission 
on  the  Future  of  State  and  Land-Grant 
Universities  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Josephson  Institute 
of  Ethics,  which  sponsored  a  national 
summit  resulting  in  a  statement  of 
principles  for  organized  sports  activi- 
ties. He  has  written  and  spoken  widely 
on  the  challenges  facing  higher  educa- 
tion, academic  leadership  and  the 
future  of  land-grant  universities. 

Nebraska  at  Lincoln  is  the  Research 
I  flagship  of  the  four-campus  state  uni- 
versity system.  Founded  as  a  land- 
grant  institution  in  1869,  it  is  a  mem- 


ber of  the  prestigious  Association  of 
American  Universities  and  ranks 
among  the  top  50  universities  in  the 
number  of  doctoral  degrees  awarded 
annually. 

During  Moeser's  tenure,  Nebraska's 
average  freshman  ACT  scores  climbed, 
student  retention  improved  markedly 
and  enrollment  in  the  honors  program 
rose  fourfold.  In  the  last  three  years, 
Nebraska  received  $350  million  in  pri- 
vate gifts  to  support  academic  excel- 
lence. Moeser  led  successful  efforts  to 
reallocate  state  funds  to  areas  of  cam- 
puswide  priority,  including  informa- 
tion technology,  libraries,  distance 
education  and  areas  of  academic 
strength. 

A  native  of  Colorado  City,  Texas, 
who  grew  up  in  Lubbock,  Moeser 
received  a  bachelor's  of  music  degree 
with  honors  in  1961  and  a  master's  of 
music  in  musicology  in  1964  from  the 


University  of  Texas  at  Austin.  He  com- 
pleted advanced  study  in  Berlin  and 
Paris  as  a  Fulbright  scholar  and 
received  a  doctorate  in  musical  arts 
from  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1967. 

A  past  president  of  the  American 
Guild  of  Organists,  Moeser  earned  an 
international  reputation  as  a  concert 
organist  and  performed  regularly  until 
1993.  He  has  chaired  several  national 
organ  pedagogy  conferences  and  con- 
sulted with  numerous  universities  and 
churches. 

Moeser  is  married  to  Dr.  Susan 
Dickerson  Moeser,  a  fellow  concert 
organist  and  former  faculty  member  at 
Nebraska.  He  has  two  children  from  a 
prior  marriage:  a  son,  Chris,  a  law  stu- 
dent at  the  University  of  Arizona,  and 
a  daughter,  Carter,  a  doctoral  candi- 
date in  physical  therapy  at  the  Arizona 
School  of  Health  Sciences. 


Peter  Kaufman,  Commencement  Speaker 
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Peter  Kaufman,  an  award- 
winning  teacher  and  professor 
of  religious  studies,  carries  on  the 
tradition  of  faculty  speakers  at 
Carolina's  mid-year  commence- 
ment ceremony. 

Kaufman  came  to  Carolina  in 
1978.  He  has  been  honored  several 
times  with  campuswide  teaching 
awards,  including  twice  being 
cited  with  the  Tanner  Faculty 
Awards  for  Excellence  in  Undergraduate  Teaching  and  last 
year's  Undergraduate  Teaching  Award,  based  on  students' 
nominations  and  evaluations. 

Since  1991,  Kaufman  has  been  faculty  coordinator  of 
the  Johnston  Scholars  Program,  a  role  that  involves  super- 
vising academic  advising  and  mentoring  as  well  as  curricu- 
lum and  extracurricular  activities  for  more  than  240  top 
undergraduates.  Kaufman  also  serves  as  faculty  coordinator 
for  the  Carolina  Scholars  Program.  He  also  has  chaired 


and  served  on  campuswide  committees  working  on  topics 
such  as  the  status  of  minorities  and  the  disadvantaged. 

Off  campus,  Kaufman  is  coordinator  of  the  Collegium 
on  Religion  in  American  Intellectual  Life,  based  at  the 
National  Humanities  Center  in  Research  Triangle  Park  and 
sponsored  by  the  Lilly  Foundation. 

Kaufman's  numerous  scholarly  articles  and  books 
include  Prayer,  Despair,  and  Drama:  Elizabethan 
Introspection,  published  in  1996  by  the  University  of 
Illinois  Press,  and  Church,  Book,  and  Bishop:  Conflict  and 
Authority  in  Early  Latin  Christianity,  which  came  out  in 
1996  from  Harper  Collins  Westview.  His  other  books 
include  Redeeming  Politics  (1990)  and  The  Poly ty que 
Churche:  Religion  and  Early  Tudor  Political  Culture,  1485- 
75/6(1986). 

A  native  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  Kaufman  earned  a  doc- 
torate and  master's  degrees  from  the  University  of  Chicago 
as  well  as  master's  and  bachelor's  degrees  from  the  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary  and  Trinity  College,  respectively. 
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Notes  on 
Academic  Dress 


The  following  information,  con- 
densed from  An  Academic 
Costume  Code  and  Ceremony 
Guide  and  published  by  the  American 
Council  on  Education,  may  be  helpful 
in  identifying  academic  attire  worn  dur- 
ing today's  ceremony 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates 
back  to  the  European  Middle  Ages  when 
scholars  at  the  oldest  universities  were 
clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and  warm 
caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  build- 
ings. The  desire  for  a  uniform  appear- 
ance ("well  born,  well  turned-out,  and 
somewhat  learned,"  read  one  medieval 
formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish 
bachelors,  master's,  and  doctoral  degree 
candidates  led  to  today's  academic  cos- 
tume. In  1895,  representatives  from 
American  colleges  and  universities  met 
at  Columbia  University  and  fashioned  a 
standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this 
country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is 
still  in  force.  The  costumes,  colors,  trim- 
mings, and  patterns  you  see  are  tradi- 
tional, and  refer  to  the  specific  degree 
and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be 
worn  closed,  has  pointed  sleeves.  The 
master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open 
or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open  at 
the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the 
ground;  the  back  part  of  its  oblong 
shape  is  square  cut  and  the  arc  in  the 
front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown 
may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has 
bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are 
untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are  usually 
faced  with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars 
across  the  sleeves,  although  the  color  of 
the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the 
field  of  study.  Some  doctoral  candidates 
may  wear  a  unique  Carolina  blue  gown 


that  features  dark  blue  facings  and  cross- 
bars outlined  in  white  piping.  Hoods, 
which  differ  in  length  for  the  three 
degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of 
the  university  or  college  that  conferred 
the  degree,  usually  with  one  color  form- 
ing a  chevron  pattern  over  the  other. 
Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and 
administrators'  robes  are:  the  crimson  of 
Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the 
light  blue  and  white  of  North  Carolina, 
the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and 
the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound 
with  velvet  in  the  color  appropriate  to 
the  field  of  study.  You  will  see  many 
hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark 
blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.). 
The  colors  in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of 
faculty  represent  the  following  fields  in 
which  degrees  were  taken:

Origin 
of  the 
University 
Colors 


As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students,  alum- 
ni, and  fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and 
white  were  first  used  around  1800  to  distinguish 
between  members  of  the  Dialectic  and  Philanthropic 
Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  nineteenth  century,  stu- 
dents were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the  Di  or  the 
Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was  white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls,  and  other  social 
events,  the  student  officials,  managers,  and  marshals  wore 


the  color  of  their  society,  blue  or  white.  Because  the  Chief 
Marshal  or  Chief  Ball  Manager  represented  the  whole  stu- 
dent body,  not  just  his  society,  he  wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercollegiate  ath- 
letic teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to  wear 
had  already  been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white  had  come 
to  symbolize  membership  in  the  University,  not  in  a  single 
society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered  the 
University's  colors  for  more  than  a  century.  With  the  tradi- 
tion so  firmly  established,  a  popular  bumper  sticker  states 
that  God  must  be  a  Tar  Heel  because  he  made  the  sky 
Carolina  Blue!

UNC-Chapel  Hill: 

The  First  State  University 


The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  origi- 
nated in  the  N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776,  which  pro- 
claimed that  "all  useful  learning  shall  be  duly  encouraged 
and  promoted  in  one  or  more  universities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the  cor- 
nerstone of  the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on 
October  12,  1793.  The  University  annually  celebrates 
Carolina's  birth  date  each  October  12.  In  1795  the 
University  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens  also  claims  the 
honor  of  "first  state  University."  Georgia's  constitution  of 
1777  lays  no  foundation  for  state-supported  higher  educa- 
tion. The  university  was  chartered  in  1785,  four  years 
before  UNC,  and  those  who  claim  the  honor  of  "first  state 
university"  for  Georgia  refer  to  this  date. 

North  Carolinians  contend  that  a  university  begins  not 
when  chartered,  but  when  students  first  enroll  in  instruc- 
tional programs  and  use  the  school's  facilities.

The  Dean  E.  Smith  Center 


Today's  ceremony  attests  to  the  flexibility  of  the  Dean 
E.  Smith  Center,  one  of  the  most  impressive  collegiate  are- 
nas in  the  country.  Begun  as  a  mission  of  unparalleled  pro- 
portion in  college  athletics,  the  300,000-square-foot  edifice 
was  built  with  funds  raised  entirely  from  private  dona- 
tions. It  stands  on  seven  and  one-half  acres  on  the 
University's  south  campus.  Over  20,000  cubic  yards  of 
rock  were  removed  to  make  room  for  the  340-foot-wide, 
380-foot-long  building. 

The  arena  is  named  for  the  former  Tar  Heel  basketball 
coach  Dean  Smith,  who  finished  his  career  in  1997  as  the 
all-time  winningest  coach  in  basketball  history  with  879 
victories.  In  36  years,  Smith  coach  Carolina  to  eleven 
NCAA  tournament  Final  Fours,  two  national  titles,  and 
thirteen  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  Tournament  champi- 
onships. 

The  building,  which  opened  in  January  of  1986,  has 
three  levels.  The  first  floor  features  six  recreational  locker 
rooms,  the  basketball  dressing  area,  which  contains  a  play- 
ers' lounge  complete  with  computer  terminals  and  study 
desks,  as  well  as  training  and  weight  rooms  for  use  by  the 
basketball  players.  On  the  second  floor  visitors  can  enjoy  a 
memorabilia  room  that  houses  artifacts  of  Carolina's  rich 
athletic  tradition.  The  uppermost  level  features  a  1,200- 
foot-long,  22-foot-wide  concourse  with  eight  concession 


stands  and  a  souvenir  showcase,  all  easily  accessible  from 
the  sixty-eight  aisles  along  the  concourse.  The  banners 
ringing  the  center's  blue  ceiling  testify  to  the  success  of 
Carolina  basketball.  Seats  for  basketball  games  number 
21,750. 

The  Smith  Center's  design  allows  it  the  flexibility  to 
host  numerous  entertainment  events.  From  a  large  grid 
over  the  east  end,  more  than  50,000  pounds  of  sound  and 
lighting  equipment  can  be  easily  attached.  Many  of  the 
biggest  stars  have  appeared  on  stage  here.  Since  Kenny 
Rogers  staged  the  arena's  first  concert  in  1986,  entertainers 
ranging  in  appeal  from  Bruce  Springsteen  to  John  Denver, 
Amy  Grant  to  Garth  Brooks  have  performed.  Sporting 
events  such  as  WCW  Monday  Night  Nitro,  the  NCAA 
Wrestling  Championships,  and  the  North  Carolina  High 
School  Athletic  Association  Basketball  Championships, 
and  1999  Special  Olympics  World  Games  events  have  also 
been  held  at  the  Smith  Center.  But  the  main  attraction, 
and  indeed  the  very  reason  for  the  Smith  Center's  exis- 
tence, is  Carolina  basketball.  Since  January  18,  1986, 
when  Warren  Martin  scored  the  first  Carolina  basket  in 
the  Smith  Center,  the  center  has  seen  the  team  develop  an 
impressive  win  ratio  of  nearly  ninety  percent.

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The  University  not  only 
uses  the  nickname  "Tar 
Heels,"  but  the  entire  state 
does  as  well.  One  version  of 
the  nickname's  origin  has 
the  name  first  being 
applied  to  North 
Carolinians  during  the 
Civil  War.  One  record  talks 
of  a  battle  in  Virginia,  where 
their  supporting  column  retreat- 
ed, but  North  Carolina  troops 
stood  alone  to  fight  successfully. 
The  victorious  troops  were 
asked  in  a  condescending  tone  by 
some  Virginians,  who  had  retreated, 
"Any  more  tar  down  in  the  Old  North  State, 
boys?"  The  response  came  quickly:  "No;  not  a 
bit;  old  Jeff's  bought  it  all  up."  The  Virginians 
asked:  "Is  that  so?  What  is  he  going  to  do  with 
it?"  The  reply:  "He  is  going  to  put  it  on  you'ns 
heels  to  make  you  stick  better  in  the  next  fight."
